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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-14 and 17-19. drawn to an injectable bone filler composition and methods 
related thereto, classified in class 623. subclass 16.1 1. 

II. Claims 15-16, drawn to a syringe, classified in class D24, subclass 130. 
The inventions are distinct each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions II and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be shown to be 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the product as claimed 
can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a 
materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the syringe 
product of invention II can be used for many applications besides the injection of the bone filler 
composition of invention I. For example, a syringe is commonly used to withdraw blood fluids for testing 
purposes; this is a materially different process than the injection of bone filler composition, thus the 
product of invention II can be used for materially different processes than that of invention 1. 

Therefore, a search and examination of all inventions in one patent application would result in an 
undue burden. These inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate 
status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, different classifications, and a search 
for one group does not require a search for another group, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

Upon the election of invention I, the following elections of species are required: 
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This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: 

L Type of calcium salt particles: (a) calcium phosphates, (b) monetite, (c) brushite, (d) CaHP0 4; 
(e) calcium pyrophosphate, (f) calcium carbonate, (g) combinations of (a)-(f), (h) hydroxyapatite, (i) beta- 
calcium phosphate, (j) combinations of (h)-(i) 

2. Type of binder: (k) alginates (including sodium alginate), (1) dextrans (including dextran) (m) 
cellulose & cellulose derivatives (including sodium carboxymethyl cellulose), (n) plasma, (o) biogenic 
binders (including fibrin glue), (p) hyaluronic acid, (q) combinations of (k)-(p), and (q) trans glutaminase 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species from each group for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the species 
that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any 
claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is 
considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to 
additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of an 
allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, applicant 
must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.

35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
